REAL PROSPERITY 


Group Reporting Incomes 
of $50,000 to $100,000 a 
Year Paid in Bulk of 
Revenue.

Washington, November 3.—How the 

high tide of prosperity of recent years 
has increased the number of million- 
aires in this country is shown in 
an analysis of income tax returns for 
1927, made public today by the treas- 
ury. 
There were 53,695 persons reporting 
incomes between $50,000 and $100,000 
in 1923, an increase of 3,593 over 
1926. This is usually regarded as the 
“millionaire” class, as it represents 
an income of 5 per cent and higher 
on $1,000,000 and upward. 

The number who paid taxes on in- 
comes actually exceeding a million dol- 
lars in 1927 was 290, which is 59 
more than for the previous year. Net 
incomes between $500,000 and $1,000,- 
000 were reported by 557 individuals. 

In an aggregate of 4,101,547 tax- 
payers who paid $830,639,434 in taxes 
for 1927, more than one-fourth of the 
taxpayers had net incomes of between 
33,000 and $5,000, and another one- 
fourth paid taxes on net incomes of 
only $1,000 to $2,000. Three-fourths 


of the taxpayers were listed in the 
income groups below 35.000.

Trans- 
portation agencies and other public 
utilities were second in corporation 
tax payments with $210,877,896, or 
18 per cent of the total collected from 
corporations in that year.

Total income received by individual 
taxpayers in 1927 from all sources 
was 426,208,560,568, of which $22,-

returns made in 1927, while women 
filing separate returns made 16 per 
cent of all individual returns.

Jerusalem. 

Until the last moment before arri- 
val in the Holy City, the pious pilgrim 
sticks to his visions and preconceived 
notions of exalted beauty, inculeated 
by beautiful church pictures and well- 
meaning pastoral exaggerations about 
the city that was the marvel of an- 
tiquity. It is seldom taken into ac- 
count that the strategic position of 
Jerusalem, once considered impregna- 
ble, constituted a direct challenge to 
every conqueror and bandit-in-arms. 
Alexander, Shalmenezzar, Titus, Ju- 
lian, Soleimon, the Magnificent, to 


name but a few captains, all tried 
their hand at capturing Jerusalem. 
Successive waves of Saracens, Cru- 
saders, Arabs, Turks, destroyed, pil- 
laged and broke down here with vary- 
ing degrees of savagery. When you 
look around in this city and sudien- 
ly recall that in Solomon’s time silver 
was like dross i the streets here, and 
then contemplate the heaps of refuse 
and filth in the Arab bazar; and fur- 
thermore when all the _ holy sites, 
clothes with tranquil beauty in your 
imagination are suddenly reduced to 
human proportions, you experience a 
shock and disillusion. In this bazar 
the Levites of old bought the fine 
linen for their priestly garb and the 
jewels that covered the high-priest’s 
breast. Stamped cotton rags from Lan- 
cashire mills have taken the place. 
Arabic sheiks from Transjordania, 
on a visit to the Holy City, have Ieft 
behind their magnificent robes with 
which the mévies have made us fawmil- 
iar. They wear second-, third- and 
tenth-hand riding breeches that once 
belonged to General Allenby’s army 
service corps. Incidentally that’s 
where they got their arms, too. Several 
Arab tribes were armed by the Brit- 
ish against the Turk. When the 
war was over and the British pro- 
ceeded to demobilize them, the Arabs 
had suddenly lost their rifles. The 
loss was temporary only, however. 


Blindness. 


The most distressing thing in the 
east is the large number of blind peo- 
ple. You see groups of children play- 
ing around together, and suddenly you 
realize, from something awkward and 
gauche in their gestures and action 
that they are all blind. A row of 
blind beggars sitting along a wall 
sunning themselves is pathetic enougn, 
but entire bunches of little children 
groping about aimlessly in all diree- 
tions or resignedly sitting down, va- 
cantly staring ahead of them, their 
heads turning in the _ direction of 
sounds that interest them, is beyord 
pathos, it is tragedy. The cause 
is trachoma, that dread disease. Be 
fore your very eyes you see the in- 
fection carried from one creature to 
the other. Flies that swarm over 
heaps of refuse and filth, make 
straight for the children’s faces, fly 
from sick eyes to healthy eyes and 
vice versa. Nothing is done about it, 
or so little that the measures are 
hopelessly inadequate. Entire tam- 
ilies are stricken. Ghastly spectacles 
which are to be seen in Jerusalem, 
Cairo, Alexandria, Damascus; a blind 
father and mother dragging their blind 
children behind them. There are 
hosts of people who resent western 
intrusion in the ways of the east. 
They say we have no right to set our- 
selves up as tutors of the Orient. ‘That 
in civilization the east is not our fpiu- 
pil, but our parent. ‘All these things 
are correct, perhaps. The more since 
our approach to the east has always 
been accompanied by force or a men- 
ace of force. But on the other hand 
nothing will. ayail to combat the dis- 
eases of the east. but western scien- 
tifie methods. Tribes are perishing 
and degenerating all ove: Africa ans 
the near east. If this be due indi- 
rectly to the baneful influence of the 
white man’s civilization, as some #s- 
sert, it seems only the more reason 


for us to intervene.

No man or woman 
can be a real actor in the political 
affairs of the state who is not white. 
And that is as it should be and will 
be “until wrapt in flames the realms 
of ether glow and heaven’s last thun- 
ders shake the earth below!” 

England does not suffer herself to 
be governed by her East Indian or 
South African subjects; nor France 
by her Moroccans or Singalese; and 
no more do the people of Georgia, or 
Vermont, or Iowa, or any other Amer- 
ican state suffer themselves to be 
governed by Africans. No that it isa 
“white man’s party’ that actually 
dominates and governs every one of 
the 48 states of the union.

That Is All Our Democracy Means. 

Because the negroes almost unani- 
mously have taken up the notion that 
the color of theic skin compels them 
to be republicans they are cheerfully 
assigned en masse to that party. But 
that actually means nothing political 
either to them or to the republican 
party, either in the state or at large. 

Since, however, the negro wants to 
be.a republican, let him be one. That 
only makes it dead sure that the great 
mass of the whites of the state will 
flock together and act together in 
their own interest. The white repub- 
licans in the state refuse to organize 
a real republican party and try to 
give it popularity and power, because 
they know the activities of the ne- 
groes in it would damn the whole en- 
deavor.

What a Real Party Would Be. 

_A real political party is supposed 
to be a body of cijizens with a pro- 
gram of principles and policies. But 
if any man in Georgia can identify 
the program and policies of the demo- 
cratic party of this state, he will be 
competent to square the circle and 
locate the fourth dimension. 

We had in the legislature this past 
summer 258 men elected to that body 
“on their own.” Not one of them 
was elected to uphold and carry out #2 


democratic platform. Not one of them 
was heard to plead for the “demo- 
cratic policy,” or demand the keeping 
of the “party pledges.” Why not? 
Because there weren’t “any sich”! 

The consequence was that’ there 
were no representatives of “the demo- 
cratic party” in the legislature. There 
were no representatives of “the peo- 
ple’ there. Every man in the body 
was there to represent his own special 
hobby or to carry out some popu- 
larity-seeking pledge he had made te 
his county voters. 

The result of having no state party 
with a defined and progressive »vlicy 


bankrupt and stands shamed before 
the people of the entire nation. Qur 
whole scheme of personal, fact:onal, 
peanut legislation has demeaned what 
should be one of the most enlightened, 
progressive, prosperous and noble of 
the states of the republic.

other than a competent surgeon to 
o it. 

. How can one tell whether the feet 
are only functionally flat (Main street 
stage) or rigidly flat (hospital stage)? 
That is quite simple. Stand barefoot 
on the floor. Raise yourself on your 
toes. If you can do this, the normal 
arch. of the foot is restored by the 
effort—your flatfoot is flexible, func- 
tional, and still amenable to proper 
exercise, proper footwear and general 
attention to hygiene. If you can’t 
raise yourself up on your toes, you're 
a hospital ease of rigid flatfoot, and 
props or similar monkeyshines, without 
preliminary surgical correction, can 
help you no more than mail order ap- 
pliance can reform or reshape a crook-

Crimes which in this or any 
other civilized western country would 
be regarded as the acts of degenerates 
and perverts are there dictated 
orthodox Hindu pri oods and cults.

It seems to establish the 
claim of its authoress that in fight-

MONTREAL AND BACK. 

This is written early in the morn- 
ing, after returning to New York 
from a three-day trip to Montreal, 
Canada, with my wife. I have al- 
ways enjoyed arriving in New York 
early in the morning, eating break- 
fast in Grand Central terminal, und 
walking through the streets where the 
day’s life is just beginning to awaken. 

The mists of dawn are clearing 
from the tall towers of Manhattan. 
The early workers are silent and a 
bit sleepy-eyed. Riveting guns are 
hammering away in some of the steel 
skeletons that rise to right and left. 
They hammer all night, I suppose. 
The traffic policemen are at their 
posts, just as they are later in the 
day, but they are not very busy now. 
I find charwomen still at work in 
my cubbyhole in Times Square. 


Yes, it was a jolly week-end, and 
I like Montreal even better than I 
have liked it heretofore. It is grow- 
ing rapidly, and its growth is orderly 
and beautiful. Its new business build- 
ings are of sandstone, chiefly, and 
good to look at. 

Montreal has gone in for skyscrap- 
ing in recent years. The Bell Tele- 
phone building is 19 stories high, well 
designed, And here permit me to-ay 
that the telephone companies almost 
everywhere are benefactors to- their 
communities because they build well 
and beautifully. 

There is a new bank building a 
little larger than the telephone build- 
ing, and there are half a dozen big 
buildings of steel and stone nearing 
complétion, in Montreal. The town 
is alive. The great rush of -Ameri- 
can tourists is over for the year, al- 
though there is no more delightful 
season in Canada {ban late autumn.

Prosecution To Combat

‘To this end a 
number of students, who knew Walton,

ZAHAROFF IN SOLITUDE AFTER WIFE’S DEATH 


Retires to European Palace 


BY RALPH HEINZEN, 
United News Staff Cerrespondent. 

Paris, November 3.—Europe’s mys- 
tery man, Sir Basil Zaharoff, who 
has pulled the strings maneuvering 
dozens of armies and has been behind 
the scenes of most of Europe's polit- 
ical dramas of the last half century, 
has passed into complete oblivion with 
the same silent unobstrusiveness. 

Still among the wealthiest dozen 
men in the world and probably the 
richest individual Europe has \ever 
produced, Zaharoff has severed nearly 
all relations with the casinos, muni- 
tions factories and battleship buildifig 
yards which have multiplied his mil- 
lions. 

Eighty, heartsore since the death of 
his wife, the widowed Duchess De 
Villafranca De Los Caballeros, in 
1926, after 18 months of marriage, 
Sir Basil lives a soured existence, sur- 
rounded by a host of servants and 
personal physicians. From thousands 
of former business associates he has 
selected four or five friends whom he 
permits to approach his bedside as he 
awaits the end. 

Still the principal owner of Monte 
Carlo casino, several munitions plants 
and among the heaviest stockholders 
of the great Vickers industries in 
England, Sir Basil maintains only a 
loose connection with his millions. 
_With an initial investment of 
$5,000,000 in the Monte Carlo casino, 
Sir Basil increased his fortune by 
$17,000,000, for soon after he took 
control his magic touch enabled the 
gambling place to declare a dividend 
of more than 100 per cent for a total 
of 45,700,000 francs. 

Career Melodramatic. 


His career has been a melodrama, 
for all his reticence. He was a hotel 
guide in his native Greece, then fire- 
man with a hose company, later a 
money lender and merchant in wool- 


ens, until at 28 he entered the muni- 
tions busiméss as agent for Norden- 
feldt, and sold cannons and shelis to 
both Greece and Turkey. 

At this stage the American inven- 
tor, Maxim, crossed his life and put 
him on the path to riches. The two 
joined their capital, ideas and inven- 
tion, and Sir Basil traveled around 
the world selling the American’s ma- 
chine guns to Russia, Japan, Ger- 
many, France, England, Bulgaria, 
Switzerland and other  countries.. 
During the Spanish-American War he 
sold millions ef dgllars’ worth of 
American machine guns to Spain. 

During the World War he trebled 
his fortune by selling munitions to the 
allies. Always interested in

* The announcement of the Case Mod- 

él C tractor coincident with the release 
of the Nebraska test on it gives 
ground for the statement that the 
trend of modern tractor engineering 
consists in putting high power in small 
packages.

business for the week rather light. 
Interest continued to be centered on 
cottons from 7-8 to 1 inch in length 
of staple in the medium to higher 
grades. Some reports said that mer- 
chants continued to accumulate stocks 
in the better grades and medium staple 
lengths as from 7-8 up to 1 1-32 inches. 
According to the weather bureau, there 
was some delay by rain to cotton pick- 
ing in the northeastern portion of the 
belt early in the week and rather gen- 
éral interruption over central and 
western portions of the belt during 
the latter part, but otherwise picking 
and ginning made good advances. On 
November & the crop reporting board 
of the department of agriculture will 
issue a report as to the probable size 
of the 1929 cotton crop based on 
conditions as of November 1. In ad- 
dition, the bureau of the census will 
report ginnings to November 1, which 
figure will compare with 10,162,482 
running bales ginned from last year’s 
growth to November 1, 1928.

Silk Prices Weaken 


Frequently, silk prices strengthen 
during the summer months. This 
movement is a seasonal one and un- 
derlying forces must operate on the 
constructive side in order to assure a 
continuation of the uptrend through 
the year. In 1928,, the underlying 
strength of the situation permitted 
that development. 

Some students expected a similar 
experience in 1929. The action of 
the market so far has proven a disap- 
pointment to them, since more than 
half of the rise has been lost. Old 
Man Economics has demonstrated to 
them again that sentiment alone can- 
not determine price movements. 

To be sure the history of the earlier 
months of the year gave some cause 
for optimism. The movement of silk 
products reached high levels. Style 
trend favored longer skirts and, as a 
corollary, increased yardage per gar- 
ment. 

However, cognizance must be taken 
of the restricting effect declining gen- 
eral business exercises on expendi- 
tures of all kinds. Moreover, when 
every single one of the textile fibers 
claims that style favor has turned 
to it, someone must be wrong. 

The simple facts are that world 
supply this season is registering fur- 
ther expansion while consumption ex- 
periences difficulty in holding to the 
high rate attained earlier. In the 
main producing country, Japan, final 
estimates of the spring cocoon crop 
reveal that the ahticipated gain over 
last year has been fulfilled. Initial 
estimates of the fall crop indicate a 
relatively larger increase there. 

At a time when low rayon prices 
provide keener competition, such a 


|large supply of silk as seems assured 


for this season cannot be disposed of 
at prices dictated by sellers; rather a 
buyer’ market will prevail.

STILL MUST WORK 


BY R. L. BARNUM. 

_New York, November 2—What hap- 
pened in our stock market beginning 
with the last hour of Wednesday last 
week has been unlike anything ¢-ecn 
by oldtimers in Wall Street whose ex- 
— goes back to the panic of May 

, 1901, and includes the collapse in 
1903, 1907 and the war and after- 
war markets. 

The panic of May 9, 1901, coming 
on top of a prolonged bull market, 
only lasted a couple of hours. It was 
caused by the corner created in 
Northern Pacific in the fight betwee 
E. H. Harriman and his bankers, an 
James J. Hill und his financia] back- 
ers, over control of’ Northern Pacific. 
Practically all of the outstanding 
stock of Northern Pacific had been 
es a in the open market by the 

arriman and Hill forces. The price 
had been bid up to a level where 
short selling was invited. Harriman 
and Hill would not sell any of their 
stock and efforts of the short sellers 
to get stock to cover ran the price up 
to $1,000 a share with the rest of the 
market breaking anywhere from 5 to 
60 points or more in a couple of hours. 
The bankers behind the two railroad 
leaders got together around noon, fixed 
the price at which the shorts would be 
allowed to cover, and the panic ended. 

Other Selling Periods. 

The panic on 1903 started with rich 
men trying to convert over-production 
of new speculative .ecurities into cash. 
It lasted for months. ‘The panic of 
October, 1907, really started in the 
early months of that year. It was 
a money’ panic and the selling of 
stocks lasted for months. Since 
the war we have witnessed repeated 
periods of heavy selling in the stock 
market lasting for a month er more. 

What has happened since the last 
hour last Wednesday a week ago has 
been more like the May 9, 1901, panic, 
only worse and lasting longer. Cum- 
ing on top of a month’s drastic de- 
cline in prices, each day, after last 
Wednesday a week ago, made fright- 
ened holders of long stock still hav- 
ing paper profits more determined to 
sell at any price. ‘This, with distress 
selling on the part of large and smail 


holders of stock, brought about the 
heaviest liquidation and the worst | 
price decline in the history of Wall | 
street. 
Soundness Shown. | 

Day after day, oldtimers in Wail | 
Street were more amazed that nothing | 
cracked in the face of the story cine 
ticker was telling in the avalancke 
of selling and the unprecedented price 
declines. This was proof in itself of 
fundamental soundness beyond any- 
thing in the history of Wall Street. 
Millions of large and small traders 


from one end of the country to the 
other were all tryig to sell at once, | 
creating a situation the exact reverse | 
of that of recent years when buyers | 
were bidding against each other. mak- | 


ing the unprecedented bull stock mar- | 
ket possible. Paper profits were wiped | 
out the past week running in many | 
cases to heavy actual losses. But as 
large as the actual losses were, the | 
average trader in the stock market 
from New York to San Francisco still 
had a bank balance. This is the 
fundamental difference’ between the 
stock market panic just experienced | 
and other panics back to 1901. 

In a short story just published here, | 
Philip Gibbs tells how the mind of the | 
average citizen has been unshackled | 
since the war. Shortly before the | 
war broke out, he ran across a man !n | 
an English village that was sexton of | 
a small church, holding the same jub | 
his ancestors had_ held | 
14th century. This man perfectiy | 
contented was picked up by the war | 
and carried to a far country, return- | 
ing a different man. | 

Attitudes Changed. | 

After stating that all of us have | 
been thinking differently more or less | 
as a result of the war, Gibbs points 
out what the automobile and radio 
and movie have done to = us look 
over our pre-war garden wall. 

Gibbs might have added that what 
has just happened in our stock mar- 
ket is the result of a whole nation 
financially looking over the sarden 
wall. The old story of how during | 
the war our big outside public be- 


came acquainted for the first time

plan and the subsequent purchase of | 
stocks on the installment plan plus, 
our greatly increased wealth and eur- 
rent earning power was the begin- 
ning of our unprecedented bull mar- 
ket.

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The Business Barometer

The probability of what happened 
in Wall Street last week has been 
pointed out in these reviews for many 
months past. Therefore it is hardly 
necessary to hold an autopsy over the 
dead boom or aggravate the distress 
of: those who lost money by saying, “I 
told you so.” 

The episode now ended was largely 
psychological in character, as were the 
South Sea bubble and the Mississippi 
bubble. Like the two last-named, it 
was an attempt to discount the future 
by millions who became the victims of 
their own enthusiasm and lost their 
money as a result. 

There can be no doubt about the 
economic soundness and growth of the 
United States. Neither of them will 
be seriously disturbed by what hap- 
pened last week, but even those plants 
which grow most vigorously do not 
always grow constantly, and the great- 
est prosperity has its vicissitudes. 

This is about the best explanation 
that can/be offered for the collapse of 
the bull movement on the New York 
Stock Exchange and the other stock 
exchanges of the country. There is 
no likelihood whatever of its immedi- 
ate resuscitation, but many well- 
seasoned securities are now to be had 
upon a basis that is attractive, and 
the investor’s opportunity has come as 
that of the speculator has passed. 

Large Trading. 

Lurid stories of the week’s excite- 
ment have been published in nearly 
all the daily papers. It is not neces- 
sary that they should be retold here. 
Trading on the New York Stock Ex- 
change has reached a volume that 
would have seemed unbelievable two 
years ago, and it will probably con- 
tinue large until most of the stocks 
held on wnargin have been redistributed 
amongst capitalists who have 
money to pay for them. 

This process will probably take sev- 


comparative quietude is due. Such a 
period is hoped for, as the machinery 
as well as the personnel of the stock 
exchange organization has been severe- 
ly taxed for months past. 

Next to their activity and the liqui- 
dation that it has reflected-the most 
important. feature of the American 
stock markets has been the change in 
attitude toward common stocks that 
last week’s quotations bespeak. Three 
or four years ago some American stu- 
dents of investment 
prised the world by undertaking to 
prove that common stocks of good cor- 
porations were worth more than bonds 
paying the same return. In support 
of this theory it was urged that the 
increment in a corporation’s earnings 
or assets that accrued to the common 
stock more than offset the additional 
security afforded by the bonds, and 
that the way to wealth in the United 
States was through ownership of the 
‘Shares known here as “common” and 
jin England as “ordinary,” even though 
‘they had to be purchased at prices on 
which their earnings would yield less 
than bond interest for perhaps two 
or three years to come. 

Won't Sell at Highs. 

While the stock boom lasted the 
market seemed to recognize the valid- 
ity of this theory, and those who act- 
ed upon it have profited largely if they 
got out in time. It is, however, un- 
likely that many of them were able 
to realize while the market was up, as 
the pertinacity of holders during a 
period of rising prices is one of the 
strange peculiarities of human nature. 

Be this as it may, the time is ap- 
proaching when it may be practicable 
to buy good common stocks’ at a price 
that is equal to from 8 to 12 times 
their annual earnings, which is a 
standard of value that long experience 
has demonstrated to be sound. and the 
quotation lists published in the daily 
papers should now be carefully 
scanned in an effort to discover oppor- 
tunities of this sort.

“defense system” which seeks to main- 
tain the price of coffee is in diffi- 
culties which may cause its downfall, 
and even if the government has suc- 
ceeded in obtaining a small lean in 
London it is doubted whether it will 
be sufficient to meet the emergency 
that threatens. Prices have reflected 
an appreciation of the situation by the 
American distributors, and if prece- 
dent is a guide the recoveries will be 
limited until relaxation of control in- 
vites the world to buy confidently.

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New York, November 3.—(4)— 
Bonds were liquidated in substantial 
amounts last week as holders soid 
their securities to obtain funds for the 
protection of their stock market ac- 
counts. Losses were rather large in 
the Tuesday session, when the panicky 
fears were at their height and share 
values were melting, and first-grade 
rails and other prime investment 
bends showed extensive declines. Part 
of the selling was attributable to 
nervousness, later in the short trading 
week, as equity issue quotations turn- 
ed upward, there was a tendency to 
dispose of fixed income securities to 
provide funds for stock purchases. 

Despite the setback, which eased a 
large part of the gains the market had 
made during the first three weeks of 
the month, observers are confident 
that bonds will again catch their 
stride, and that investment demand 
will be strengthened as the security 
markets regain their balance after 
the recent period of stress and un- 
certainty. The shakeouts in stocks, it 
is pointed out, should benefit bonds, 
particularly in better grade loans. 

Large dealers report that it is dif- 
ficult to buy good bonds, although 
they are now willing to do so, whereas 
a few weeks ago during the period of 
falling prices there was a disposition 
to await bottom levels. 

United States government securities 
gave a good account of themselves last 
week. The Federal Reserve bank was 
a heavy buyer on Tuesday when it 
appeared as though there might be a 
money squeeze. Some of the purchas- 
ing was also done by limited investors 
in search of a haven for funds.
